In March, there was a decrease iii pending a^livo mattei-a 
in the entire field in the security classifications from 19>292jr>/ 
to 18, 81 1 *. Delinquent matters decreased from 2,371 to 2,224. The* 
percentage of delinquent matters decreased from 12.3% to 11. o fi% Matters 
received during March in these categories increased from 8,211 to 
9,213.

At the inception of the program, there were 17,783 names 
included in the CI. Revieics during the past nine months have resulted 
in the removal of 4,768 names, with the CI containing at present 13,015 
names. These 4,163 individuals are either deceased, their names returned 
to the SI, or otherwise do not qualify for inclusion in the CI. Continu- 
ation of the program and consequent further elimination of unqualified 
individuals from the CI will assure that the CI contains the names only 
of individuals to be properly included therein.
